‘" A rro g an ce” Alleged 
Tile J a p a n e s e consulate said the 
differences aro se because of la n ­ 
guage difficulties and Mrs. Rich­ 
a r d ’s alleged

when 
she was called upon to produce 
identification papers. 
Mrs. Richard 
Francisco who h as been a resi­ 
dent of China 3 4 years, said th e 
slapping occurred w hen she tried 
to en ter th e concession with vege­ 
tables and fruit 
“ p ro h ib ite d ” in 
the blockaded area. 
She was c a r ry in g the produce 
into th e foreign a r e a for use in 
lier small c a nning business which 
'-lie operates to s u p p la n t lier Bi­ 
ome as a te a c h e r of English.

$2.50-a-month increase was con­

CITY TRAFFIC 
FATALITIES HIGH 


Police Report Reveals 
Death Rate In City 
for Fiscal Year 


F u rth er proof 
th a t 
Escanaba 
motorists cannot be too cautious 
during the unusual heavy traffic 
which will be caused by the state 
I>egion convention here this week­ 
end is furnished by the annual 
report of the police department 
for the fiscal year recently ended. 
The report reveals that there 
were 375 automobile accidents in 
Escanaba during the past year, 29 
of them being mishaps in which 
people received injuries and 35 
being the total n u m b e r injured. 
In addition to the number in­ 
jured, five persons were killed as 
the result of automobile accidents. 
Four of these fatalities have oc­ 
curred since the first of the cur­ 
rent year and May has been the 
high month with three deaths re­ 
corded. May was the high month 
also for injuries 
received 
from 
automobile accidents, with nine 
being recorded, 
and 
April was 
next in line with four. 
At this rate, according to sta­ 
tistics compiled by the police de­ 
partment, the num ber 
of 
acci­ 
dents per hundred thousand popu­ 
lation would be 2,582, the num ­ 
ber of injury accidents 199.7 per 
hundred thousand and the number 
of deaths 34.4. 
A comparison of these figures 
with those of metropolitan centers 
and also cities the size of Escana­ 
ba show that the local death rate 
resulting 
from 
automobile acci­ 
dents is far in excess of the aver­ 
s e . 
The rate in Milwaukee, which 
is nationally known for its safety 
record during the first six months 
of 1 939 was only 8.7. According 
to a report 
published 
in 
this 
month’s issue of the Public Safety 
magazine, St. Louis had the best 
record for cities of over 500.000 
population with a rate of 8.2, New 
York had an average of only 9.7, 
while Los Angeles, which had the 
poorest record for cities in this 
group had an average 
of 
31.fi, 
which is lower than the Escanaba 
rate. 
In the group 
including 
cities 
with a population of front ten to 
25 thousand. 82 cities had a per­ 
fect record for the first half of 
(his year. Iron Mountain, the only 
upper peninsula city competing in 
the safety contest, sponsored by 
he magazine had one fatal acci- 
lent for a percentage of 16.4. Ac­ 
cording to a list, of 166 cities in­ 
cluded in 
this 
class, 
Escanaba 
with its present rating would rank 
'n the 155th position. 
The local 
report 
shows 
that 
there were 180 crimes committed 
during the past fiscal year includ­ 
ing 6 burglaries, one robbery, two 
statutory offenses, 10 acts of lar­ 
ceny in which the value was over 
$50 and 45 in which the value 
was less than $50. 
There were 8 6 arrests made for 
traffic violations. A total of 16 
automobiles were 
stolen 
during 
the year and all of them were re­ 
covered. In connection with this 
the police department wishes to 
warn residents to be particularly 
careful not to leave keys in their 
cars during the convention, point­ 
ing out that when a driver does 
this it is practically an invitation 
for someone to take the car.

Warns of Danger Dur­ 
ing Fly Season 


With the present increase in the 
activity of house-flies and other 
carriers of contamination 
which 
will reach the peak of their life­ 
cycle between now and September, 
strict standards of sanitation and 
cleanliness are urged by H. 
F. 
Newkirk. 
sanitarian 
with 
the 
county health department, in o r­ 
der to prevent the spread of any 
possible outbreak 
of 
dysentery 
and diarrhea, 
the 
dangers 
of 
which are very definite at pres­ 
ent. 
There 
have 
been only a few 
scattered 
cases 
reported so far 
this summer, but unless preven­ 
tive measures are enforced from 
now on, there is danger of anoth­ 
er outbreak such as took 
place 
last year, during which three or 
four children died, according to 
Mr. Newkirk. 
W arn Against Exposure 
Parents are warned to be espe­ 
cially rigid in 
their 
protection 
against 
flies 
and 
other 
insect 
pests. 
Close relationships within 
families in which outbreaks of the 
ailments have occurred is likewise 
warned against, as the maladies 
are highly contagious. 
Especial 
care is to be taken in the case of 
children In their 
contacts 
with 
play-mates who have been exposed 
to unsanitary conditions. 
In 
many 
cases last year, in 
which dysentery and other associ­ 
ate ailments were the cause 
of 
death, it wifes found that the water 
supply was safe, but 
th at 
flies 
were not excluded and that clril- 
dreti in homes in the 
neighbor­ 
hood of the residents of the fam­ 
ily which was first affected were 
allowed to play with the children 
of that family, 
causing a rapid 
spread through the district. 
As a step toward the prevention 
of the ailments, with 
their 
a t­ 
tendant dangers, it 
is 
required 
that all householders provide or 
have provided, connections 
with 
the sewer main, or, as an a ltern a­ 
tive measure when obsolutely ne­ 
cessary, outhpuses constructed by 
plans which are approved and spe­ 
cified in building diagrams releas­ 
ed by the county health 
depart­ 
ment and through the city depart­ 


m ent to persons securing building 
permits for the type of buildings 
which require such provisions. 
In regard to the above ruling, 
it is noted th a t 
infection 
from 
sources improperly conditioned is 
greatest in homes on the outskirts 
of the city which have not 
been 
provided with necessary and prop­ 
er fixtures. 
It is further asked that dysen­ 
tery shall be immediately report­ 
ed as a communicable disease to 
the county health officer, 
as 
is 
provided by state law. It is classed 
in this respect with 
small 
pox. 
chicken pox, measles, etc. 
In answer to the objections to 
sanitary building and installation 
as in the requirements mentioned 
above, Mr. Newkirk says that the 
economic cost of illness will in the 
long run far overbalance any ob­ 
jections which might be entered. 
In the present fly season, it is par­ 
ticularly necessary and advisable 
that steps be taken at once in lo­ 
cations which do not have com­ 
plete facilities.

The Cardinal heard this rumor, 
and 
when he was in Washington to call 
on 
President Roosevelt a short time ago, he 
dropped a quiet rem ark which indicated 
exactly where he stood. 
After lunching at the 
White 
House, 
Mundelein visited with Attorney General 
Fran k Murphy at the office of a mutual 
friend. Among other things, Murphy 
re­ 
marked to him: 
“ I want to tell Your Eminence what a 
fine boy we have In Bill 
Campbell 
and 
what a great Job he is doing in the An- 
nenberg case. We are certainly lucky 
to 
have him with us.” 
Murphy was referring to William 
J. 
Campbell, the young ll. S. 
Attorney 
in 
Chicago who later Indicted Annenberg, and 
who is a protege of Mundelein's. The Car­ 
dinal said nothing about Campbell; 
in­ 
stead he asked: “ May I make a comment 
regarding that case?” 
“ Certainly,” replied the Attorney 
Gen­ 
eral, 
“I want to tell you that any move that 
you make to clean up the city of Chicago 
and make It a better place to live in 
is 
one of the finest things you can do, and 
will always have my blessing and 
sup­ 
port.” 
— YOUNG DEMOCRATS’ COM­ 
PROMISE— 
That 
Pittsburgh 
resolution 
of 
the 
Young Democrats, slapping party Senators 
and 
Congressmen 
for 
voting 
against 
Roosevelt measures, was a lot tougher in 
its original form than as it finally emerg­ 
ed from the resolutions committee. 
This committee, chairmaned by 
Barry 
Bingham, liberal young Louisville publish­ 
er, was overwhelmingly New Deal. 
But 
among the 31 members was a bloc of six 
Garner conservatives, consisting of 
Price 
Daniel, head of the Texas Young 
Demo­ 
crats and leader of the dissenters; Howard 
Lee of Arkansas; W alter Domach of Wis­ 
consin; Harold Carity of New York; 
N. 
Heywood Clarkson, Jr., of South Carolina; 
and Gordon Gray of North Carolina. 
Although 
heavily 
outnumbered, 
the 
Garnerites put up 
a 
determined 
scrap 
against some of the strongly pro-Admin- 
istration resolutions. All protested 
devo­ 
tion to the President, but they didn’t want 
the convention to put it in writing. They 
particularly objected to one statement de­ 
ploring that a few Democratic Congress­ 
men had found affinity with reactionary 
Republicans to be tempting. 
The committee voted to report the reso­ 
lution with the protested language, where­ 
upon Daniel threatened to take the issue 
to the convention floor. 
Eugene 
Casey, 
Maryland farmer and canny author of the 
resolution, met this challenge with a coun­ 
ter-maneuver. He offered to 
delete 
the 
statement if the Garnerites would join in 
a unanimous report on all the resolutions. 
They agreed. The New Dealers dropped 
the few disputed words and got both the 
resolutions and the harmony they wanted. 
Note— Joe Brady, Alabama delegate, at 
the first meeting of the committee object­ 
ed to mentioning Roosevelt by name in the 
resolutions, but when jumped by 
Casey 
backed down and at the final meeting vot­ 
ed with the New Dealers. 
— MERRY-GO-ROUND—

Ivan McDaniel, 
wealthy California packing plant lobbyist 
who was widely credited in Congress as 
the principal author of the amendm ents to 
weaken the wage-hour law, will be one of 
the principal witnesses of the 
LaFollette 
Civil Liberties Committee probe of the As­ 
sociated Farmers. McDaniel is one of the 
founders and officers of the organization.

The destruction of war, 
in 
the

place, must hit Italy far harder than Oer- 
n 
many. Its long, narrow peninsula is ex­ 
ceedingly vulnerable to the superior naval 
v 
power that Britain and France wield In 
the Mediterranean. Its 
vital 
industrial 
center, Turin and Milan, are only a 
few' 
m inutes’ flight 
from 
France, 
whereas 
French industrial centers lie far from the 
’ Alps. And, because Italy is far tile weaker 
of the Fascist partners, it must expect 
1 concent rated military opposition of 
the 
* Western democracies. 
This expectation is reinforced by strate- 
, gie factors. With the powerful 
German 
. Army behind its formidable western 
de­ 
fenses, a direct French assault, upon tho 
„ Rbineland would be costly and difficult. 
But the French Army is far superior 
to 
the Italian, and the topography of the Al- 
, pine passes is 
far 
more 
favorable to 
France than to 
Italy. The flat plains of 
Lombardy, if they can he invaded, offer 
France the best field to engage the Army 
of the Reich and 
thus 
relievo 
German 
pressure on Poland or the Balkans. 
Political considerations likewise suggest 
concentration on Italy. Since the Reich is 
so difficult to invade, it can best be de­ 
feated by pressure on the "home front.” 
Naval blockade would apply this pressure 
slowly, but tile defeat of Italy would exert 
bit rapidly.

So Italy must expect to suffer far more 
than its ally if it joins that ally in war. 
Defeat would bi' disastrous, entailing pre­ 
sumably die loss of all Italy's overseas 
fruits of past aggression. What might we 
expect its prospects to be if the Axis Pow­ 
ers should bo victorious? 
These might be glittering temporarily, 
bringing to fruition tile dream of “ Mare 
Nostrum.” II Duce might be saluted for a 
number of

by 
subject 
peoples 
around the Mediterranean. But how long 
would a vastly more powerful Germany, 
dominant in most of Europe, refrain from 
extending its authority south of th*? Bren­ 
ner ?

that day. HO years ago, a locomotive ran 
on a track for the first time in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere. 
The locomotive was imported from Eng­ 
land and was known as the "Stourbridge 
Lion,” though, according to an account, it 
looked more like a gigantic grasshopper 
than the King of Beasts. Before an 
ex­ 
cited. cheering crowd, it made a daring 
run of a mile and r half without explod­ 
ing, or destroying the hemlock rails, 
as 
skeptics had predicted. And history 
was 
made. 
Native inventors were stirred, and 
from then on we built our own 
locomo­ 
tives. 
Since those pioneer days 
of 
a 
little 
more than a century ago, the locomotive 
has thundered down the years. 
And our 
country has thundered along with it. Out 
of the humble 
“ Stourbridge 
Lion” 
in 
whose future only a few zealots had faith, 
has come a gigantic industry, with which 
our economic destiny is inextricably relat­ 
ed. It gives jobs to hundreds of thousands 
of workers directly, and to millions indi­ 
rectly in those other industries which de­ 
pend on the railroads for all or part of 
their business. It represents the invested 
capital of hundreds of thousands of 
peo­ 
ple, most of them of small means, and of 
thousands of such institutions as banks, 
universities, 
insurance 
companies 
and 
charitable organizations. It spends more 
than a billion a year for the supplies
